Almost three yeart after the 


blitz of late 1940, it was revealed 
that Churchill narrowly escaped 
being killed in it. He wai dining 
at No. 10 Downing street with 
two cabinet members when a 
bomb fell on the Treasury build- 
ing next door, demolishing it 
and killing 12 persons. 


The dining room chandelier 


plopped right into the center of 
Churchill's table, but no one 
was hurt. With a fatalistic atti- 
tude, he and his guests stayed 
at their table. It was that night 
that the stocky British leader 
adopted his famous air raid 
suit. 


He rubbed shoulders with the 


people in air raid shelters. He 
saw planes falling in flames, 
spent hours on end in RAF con- 
trol rooms and once lunched 
calmly in a stalled railway train 
while one of the air battles of 
Britain raged overhead. 


His attitude on life and death 


summed up in the first 


his meetings into riotous affairs. 


After six years as an outspok- 


en and often rebellious Conserv- 
ative back bench legislator, 
Churchill "turned his coat" in 
1906 to become a Liberal. It was 
then that he got his first minis< 
try as Undersecretary for the 
Colonies, a post he held until 
1908. 


His career included these oth- 


er positions: 


President of the Board of 


Trade, 1908-10; Home Secretary, 
1910-11; First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, 1911-15; a soldier on the 
western front, part of 1915 and 
1916; Minister of Munitions, 
1917; Secretary for War and 
Air, 1918-21; Secretary for Colo- 
nies, 1921-22; Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, 1924-29, and First 
Lord of the Admiralty, 1939-40. 


Churchill

ranks after failing of election to 
the House of Commons in 1922, 
and began edging back toward 
the Conservatives. In 1924 Stan- 
ley Baldwin appointed 
him 


Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
his Conservative cabinet. 


He broke with Baldwin in 1931 


over the government's India 
policy—a break that proved a 
fortunate circumstance for he 
remained out of the Conserva-jwas*ousted as Fascist dictator,laities from his masterwork on 
live government of Chamber- the Italian mainland was invad-'the first World War, "The World 
lain.

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Ford Dropped 8-Hour Day 
Bombshell 51 Years Ago 


BY VICTOR ZIERKE 


Henry Ford shook the busi- 


ness and industrial world with 
his announcement on Monday, 
Jan. 5, 1914, that the Ford 
Motor 
Co. 
would 
pay 
a 


minimum of $5 a day as a 
basic wage policy, beginning 
the following Monday. 


At 
the same 
time, the 


announcement said, the work- 
ing day would be reduced 
from nine to eight hours. The 
company would go on three 8- 
hour shifts, instead of two 9- 
hour shifts. 


• Signs of a national depres- 
sion were already obvious at 
the start of 1914, but the 
young and lusty automobile 
industry had no reason to fear 
that it would be included in 
the slowdown. The industry 
was swamped with unfilled 
orders, and Ford had simply 
dropped all quota estimates 
and was straining to produce 
all cars it possibly could, hi 
the knowledge that its best 
efforts would continue to fall 
far behind the huge demand. 


Only a few years earlier, 


Woodrow Wilson, then presi- 
dent of Princeton University, 
had deplored the motorcar. 


Now, 
during the administra- 


tion of the nation's President 
Woodrow Wilson, just about 
everybody wanted a Model T, 
and snobbery could pay $7,000 
if it wanted to, but you could 
buy a Model T runabout for 
$500 or a touring car for ?540, 
and if you cared to wait, until 
Aug. 
1. 1914, you could shave 


these prices by $60, for Mr. 
Ford wanted the lowest prices 
for the best car in its class. 


The company could afford 


it. It had a $28 million surplus 
in its treasury at the close of 
1913. Incorporated June 16, 
1903, 
at Lansing, Mich., it had 


1.000 
shares of capital stock 


divided among 12 sharehold- 
ers, 
including 
machinery, 


tools, patents, etc., for a total 
of $100,000, only $28,000 of 
which was paid in cash. 


In 1913, a decade later, 


profits 
totaled 
more 
than 


$13,500,000; in 1911 they were 
over $7 million; in 1910 they 
bad exceeded $4 million. Huge 
dividends 
had 
been 
paid, 


rising fantastically year after 
year, while prices of their 
automobiles decreased as qua- 
lity improved.

Furniture Treasures Transplanted to Lawrence Campus

A student of the human race once obser- 


ved that by the time a man is half-full of 
years, every stick and object on which his 
lamplight falls tells of what he is, what he 
knows and where he has been. 


This was particularly true of Alice Green- 


wood Chapman, daughter of a Milwaukee 
deportment store executive. Her handsome 
home on Milwaukee's East Side was a museum 
to world travel arjd her taste as a patron of 
the arts. When she died in 1935, she wanted 
the objects she had collected to be enjoyed 
by women of similar discrimination, and so 
she gave many of them to Milwaukee-Dow- 
ner College:- 


' 
Library Left Behind 


Ironically, it is the furniture, of oil Miss 


Chapman's major benevolences to Downer 
(along with an endowed chair in physics) that 
has most tangibly survived the transfer to 
the Lawrence University campus. Left behind 
is the Chapman Memorial Library, built with 
part of a million-dollar bequest from her es- 
tate. It is now.part of the University of Wis- 
consin-Milwaukee campus. 


Temporarily left behind, in storage, is the 


ornately carved teakwood room and its fur- 
nishings, once Miss Chapman's music room, 
along with furnishings from the Elizabethan 
Dak-paneled one-time Chapman dining room. 
Both rooms were transplanted from her home 
to the library bearing her name in the late 
1930s. Lawrence University trustees have not 
yet come to a decision about their placement 
on the local campus. 


The teakwood room, according to research 


done by a Milwaukee newspaper, was consid- 
ered for years the most distinctive room in Mil- 
waukee. It was especially created for Miss 
Chapman at a workshop in Ahmedabad, India/ 
which had been established by the American 
painter and architect Lockwood DeForest, who 
was interested in a revival of Indian wood 
carving. 


DeForest won dozens of awards at inter- 


national exhibitions, and created carved teak- 
wood rooms for fine buildings and residences 
all over the world. Among those in the United 
States were the Chapman music room, a hall 
at Smith College, and the Herron Art Museum 
in Indianapolis, Ind. People acquainted with 
the two latter institutions do not recall having 
seen the rooms in recent years. Consequently 
it is possible that they have been dismantled 
and the Chapman room is one of the very few 
of its genre left. 


Most of the Downer furniture chosen by 


their staff for transfer to Lawrence because 
of its historic value was Chapman furniture, 
except the famed grandfather's clocks,, which 
came from several sources, according to John 
Bell, Downer business manager now on the 
Lawrence administrative -staff. The cream of 
the crop has been placed in the president's 
house, but there are also handsome additions 
to the parlors of Russell Sage Hall, Raymond 
House, Briggs House and the president's office 
in Wilson House. 


Tell of Wide Travel 


Many of the pieces are Victorian. Som«. 


are exotic momentoes of Miss Chapman's 
world-wide travels. Others are 19th century 
reproductions of earlier periods. But even Miss 
Chapman's reproductions - such, as eleven 
copies of Chippendale chairs - are so fine that 
they are getting special care. 


The one genuine period piece coming from 


Downer is a mahogany highboy standing more 
than seven feet tall. It is now a focal point in 
the president's living room. 


Examining the highboy, furniture expert 


William Hug of Neenah noted: "Highboys of 
the 18th century are considered rare. You just 
don't see them other than in museums and a 
few private collections. This highboy is Ameri- 
can made, although I would have to research 
the carvings to make a positive identifica- 
tion. It is bonnet-topped, has three flame

Then water and printing ink are 
successively applied The greasy 
areas, which repel the water, 
absord the ink while the wet 
part doesn't. Putting the stone 
on a press and drawing fine 
papers through the rollers, the 
artist is then able to pull many 
prints from a single stone." 


The so-called commercial lith- 


ographic process is more prop- 
erly called off-set since the ink 
from the impression is off set 
onto a blanket which in turn 
prints it on paper. The stone—or 
plate— is photographically pre- 
pared rather than receiving the 
impression from a crayon.

Bannister, now 35 and a con- 


sultant neurologist at London's 
St. Mary's Hospital, says victo- 
ry on the track requires "econo- 
my of effort" but psychological 
factors may well tip the balance 
between victory and defeat 


"Mental approach is one of 


the most Important factors in 
running. The man who can 
drive himself further once the 
effort gets .painful is the man 
who will win." 


Bannister himself is a living 


example of the importance of 
psychology in breaking records. 


Until he shattered the mile 


barrier, it was a frustrating 
dream. But since mat day in 
1954, when he ran the mile in 
3:59.4 at Oxford University, the 
four-minute mile has become 
almost common place.

The Problem of Future Water Supply 


•There is no question but what the con- 


sultants who have spent the better part 
of a year studying the water supply prob- 
lem in the Fox River Valley have turned 
out a most thorough and exhaustive re- 
port. It comprises three volumes of facts, 
statistics, projections, cost estimates and 
various alternatives open both to the city 
of,-Appleton and to all of the municipali- 
ties in the area. 


The consultants have not arrived at 


a single clear-cut solution to the problem, 
and at first glance some persons may be 
disappointed that they have not done so. 
But any conscientious study of the report 
soon will reveal that the subject is too 
vast for easy solutions. And in fact the 
Consumers of water in the area, who will 
$a# for whatever improvements eventually 
are made, must make the final decision. 


There are two main questions to be 


decided: 


1. What quality of water do these con- 


sumers want as the end product? 


2. For how long a period of rapid popu- 


lation expansion in the area should the 
project be planned? 


The consultants rule out wells as a 


future water source for Appleton and indi- 
cate that communities like Fond du Lac, 
now relying on wells, may be in trouble in 
the not too distant future. Green Bay came 
to this conclusion a number of years ago. 
";"They also call tapping the Wolf River 
/"poor third choice for Appleton. 


.The choice then is between Lakes Win- 


nebago and Michigan. Both water quality 
and long-range capacity enter into this 
choice. 


Lake Winnebago water can be made 


safe to drink by expensive treatment meth- 
ods. But in the hot summer months it will 
be somewhat warm, the taste will be af- 
fected by the heavy chemical treatment 
required and by algae. There is no ques- 
tion but that Lake Michigan water is su- 
perior in quality. 
; The consultants conclude that Lake 
Winnebago would provide a sufficient 
source quantity-wise for Appleton for the

The Treatment of Khrushchev 


Although the Soviet government reports 


little or nothing about the fate of its de- 
posed premier, American newsmen have 
iound out that Khrushchev is living almost 
in-luxury in his country home outside of 
Moscow. There seems to be no danger of 
imprisonment or execution. And this in 
itself is a hopeful sign for future relations 
-with the Soviet Union. 


During the rise of the Communists to 


power in Russia, they employed means that 
had been outlawed in the West for a couple 
of centuries. Torture, not only of the dissi- 
dent men but of their families, execution 
with mock trials or none at all, secret 
assassination, the holding of innocent 
hostages, all were considered quite honor- 
able in the quest for power. But the meth- 
ods were nothing new to the Russians, as 
they were to the Germans when the Nazis 
did the same thing. Russian tsars and 
minor officials had used them for centuries 
in efforts to maintain control through force 
and terrorism. 


But after Stalin's death—and there is 


gtill much mystery concerning that—the 
struggles behind the scenes in the Kremlin 
-began to do away with such inhuman 
means of seizing power. When Khrushchev 
came to control, his predecessor, Malenkov, 
"was merely given a less important position. 
There were some obvious purges, including 
that of Molotov and Zhukov, but the losers 
were only sent to run power stations in 
remote areas of the Soviet Union. Beria 
was the last major Russian figure to dis- 
appear and have his death announced at a 
later date—and if anyone deserved his 
fate. Beria did. 


Khrushchev is reportedly getting a 


monthly pension of $330 and his wife con- 


tinues to get her pension of $132. In addi- 
tion they have the large home for nothing 
and five servants to run it, a limousine and 
a chauffeur and an expansive apartment in 
Moscow. Khrushchev's son-in-law lost his 
post as editor of Izvestia when the change 
came, but he now is deputy editor of an 
illustrated magazine and his wife maintains 
her deputy editor position with another 
publication. The grandchildren are fre- 
quent visitors to the Khrushchev home 
where the former premier is said to spend 
a lot of time hunting and developing seed 
variations. The humiliation of course is 
probably great. But if Khrushchev set up 
the possibilities for his own downfall by 
not wiping out his opposition, he also paved 
the way lor his own better treatment. 


There has been retrogression of course 


on the evolutionary road to humane treat- 
ment of political enemies. Nazi Germany 
was probably the most obvious example. 
But the French were charged with atroci- 
ties in Algeria and so are the white mer- 
cenaries in the Congo. A part of the prob- 
lem undoubtedly comes from the difference 
in attitudes. A Frenchman was quoted as 
saying that torture was permissible for 
those who expected it but could never be 
used on those whom it outraged. Ameri- 
cans in Viet Nam who know that the Viet 
Cong and loyal Vietnamese troops alike are 
brutal to prisoners are faced with the same 
difficulty of trying to apply their own 
heritage to those, who will not use it in 
return. 


At any moment of course the Russians 


may change their minds and summarily 
execute political prisoners, particularly if 
they lean one* again toward the Commu- 
nist rulers of China. But for the t me being 
the situation is hopeful.

fort should be concentrated on 
qmckly 
achieving

combat effectiveness against 
the increasingly more power- 
ful and successful Communist 
aggressors, rather than labori 
ously trying to bring about a 
"stable government" among 
the feuding elements in Saigon.

blunt views were 


voiced by the CIA head, due 
to be replaced soon, in his 
closed-door testimony before 
the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, which is conduct- 
ing an extensive study of the 
ominous South Viet Nam di- 
lemma. 


While not directly challeng- 


ing the administration's "sta- 
bility first" policy, McCone 
ieit.no doubt of his emphatic 
disagreement with it. 


"As long as the battle for 


South Viet Nam is treated as 
a 
political 
rather 
than a 


military problem," he told the 
senators, '"there is little pros- 
pect of establishing a stable 
government in Saigon. That is 
putting the cart before the 
horse. The key problem is 
military and not political, and 
the sooner that is realized and 
acted on, the better it will 
be." 


Graphically u n d e r scoring 


his contention, McCone pre- 
sented a detailed report on 
battle casualties and weapons 
losses in the past three years.

Although T. S. Eliot called 


himself "classicist in literature 
royalist in politics, and Anglo- 
Catholic in religion," he be- 
came,' somewhat unwillingly, 
the poetic spokesman for a gen- 
eration largely Romantic in lit- 
erary taste, democratic in poli- 
tics, and secular in belief. 


Although he defended continu- 


ity and tradition in literature, 
Eliot himself effected a revolu- 
tion in poetic language and 
technique comparable to the 
innovations of the Romantic 
poets a century earlier. And 
although he hoped to reach a 
wide audience through his lucid- 
ly constructed plays, it is the 
most difficult and obscure of the 
poems, "The Waste Land." that 
has had the deepest cultural 
effect. 


But the contrast between El- 


iot's intentions and the response 
of his public is more apparent 
than real. True, few became 
royalist in politics or Anglo- 
Catholic in religion after read- 
ing him, and Dylan Thomas 
parodied the whole program by 
announcing himself "a Welsh- 
man, a drunkard, and a hetero- 
sexual."

FOND DU LAC— "There is a great deal of work, 


but the rewards are great and it is very relaxing," 
says Arthur Kaufman, owner and operator of the 
Winnebago and Western 


The Winnebafo and Western is, of course, a minia- 


ture railroad, and Kaufman js its designer and builder 
as well as proprietor 


An active hobbyist since 1949, Kaufman has built 


lour layouts at his home *t 581 Vine SL The first, 
mounted on an eight-foot-square board, had a simple 
track pattern. 


Difficult Layout 


The next layout was more difficult and, prk>r to 


developing his present track pattern, Kaufman also 
tried an L-shaped layout. 


The mining industry provides the theme for the 


present layout, on which its builder has spent about 
four years Kaufman, who says he will have to devote 
considerable more time on the layout before it is 
finished, builds all of his own scenery and spends 
many hours trying to make it look "authentic " 


When he constructs a mountain, he first leaves 


stripe of cardboard to the general shape be wants He 
tftea places paper towels over this construction, and 
covers it with a coat of plastic fiber and crushed 
stene. 


Later, after the structure has dried, he paints it 


with paster paint and other type of coloring.

Upon this roadbed 
be has placed colored birdseed to give it a realist* 
look. In order to produce this authentic effect, Kauf- 
man uses his wife's food fonder to crush chunks of 
o*al 


When asked whether his wife minded, be replied, 


"Site doesn't mind as long as I clean it up." 


On top of the roadbed be lays every roalroad tie 


separately. 


All of his model locomotives, built before World 


War II, are antique collector's items. He made most of 
the gondolas, box cars and other pieces of rolling 
stock himself 


Kaufman has three children, Robert, Judy and 


Jane. Since Robert is more interested in operation 
than in the other phases of railroading. Kaufman has 
incorporated many operating features to maintain 
his son's enthusiasm for the Winnebago and Western.

To Oliver and Dorothy Cook, of Memphis, Tenn., the sight of Tommy stand* 


Ing confidently on his sturdy, blue-jean-clad legs is a dream-coming-true. The 
dream is that Tommy will walk. 


When the Cooks adopted Tommy in 1962 there was no way of knowing 


whether he would ever have mechanical arms or legs. At five weeks, he wai 
mostly a helpless torso and a round face with big brown eyes. The victim of a 
genetic accident as damaging as a highway crash, Tommy was born with no legs 
and tiny stumps where arms should have been. 


Dorothy Cook, who is licensed by the State Welfare Board to provide foster 


care for handicapped children, had taken Tommy on a temporary basis. But 
when bis mother telephoned to say she could never take him home, Dorothy 
replied, "Then let us have him," knowing before she asked that her husband 
wanted him too. As soon as possible, they adopted him legally. 


Since then, Tommy has been the center of a family that has joined forces to 


help him, protect him, teach him and love him. When he was old enough, h« 
became mobile with a Fiberglass bucket seat mounted on a triangular board 
with ball bearing casters. And when he was a year and a half, his doctors de- 
cided he was ready for arms. 


Although the doctors were careful to make no promises about walking, they 


gave him legs in July. The simple wooden limbs were intended merely to put 
him at the normal height of a 2% -year-old, and to help him learn balance in 
preparation for more advanced legs upon which he might learn to walk—later.

Unraveled by Study Team

LAKE MILLS, Wis.—The Aztalan Indians were not 


popular with their neighbors. They ate them. That 
hardly makes for friendly feelings, so no one can 
really blame the surrounding tribes for wiping out 
the nonconfonning Aztalans. 


But If the Wisconsin Conservation Department 


and the State Historical Society have their way, the 
Aztalan Indians are going to be well known to the 
people of the state for their culture and eventual fate. 


Already marked with a state park near this Jef- 


ferson county town, the ancient village of Aztalan has 
long been known to Wisconsin travelers as the site of 
a multitude of Indian burial mounds and two recon- 
structed earth pyramids, each 30 feet high. Originally 
built by the inhabitants of the village of 500, the 
structures were the site of religious ceremonies about 
400 years ago. 


Last summer an archeological investigation led by 


Prof. Joan Freeman of the State Historical Society 


and financed by the Conservation department was 
carried out to locate the remains of original houses 
on the Indian settlers. During a six week "dig," the 
10 researchers found the sites of nine dwellings mark- 
ed by remnants of pestholes and debris in garbage 
pits in front of the homes. In addition, the location of 
a long suspected third pyramid, now worn by erosion 
and plowing, was determined. 


Reconstruction of at least a portion of the village 


for the benefits of tourists to this state park is « 
definite possibility for the near future. 


Originally the Aztalaa Indians probably came from 


the MHitheastern part of what was to become the 


NEWSPAPER!?

United States. Identical earthern temple pyramids 
have been found in that area. 


About 1500 A.D. this tribe settled here on the 


banks of the Rock River, quite to the distaste of their 
neighbors. The Aztalans were unpopular, as Is at- 
tested by the fact that they had a large pole wall 
around the village. Several times during the growth 


of the village this protective structure was moved 


outwards, to make room for the expanding tribe. It 
eventually enclosed about 21 acres of village, temples 
and cornfields. 


Unpopular because of their practice of cannibal- 


ism, the newcomers were evidently of a higher cul- 
ture than the surrounding peoples. The eating habit 
Is thought not to have been a part of the religious 
ceremonies celebrated on the pyramids; human bones 
are found intermixed with animal refuse in the gar- 
bage pits. As with the animal bones, the human re- 
mains were cracked for their marrow. 


The end of the village was marked by a fire 


which destroyed it, and the Aztalan people disappear- 
ed at the same tune. The tribe was defeated in war, 
and evidently there were no survivors.

Of Edward Wege 


Horton ville Farmer 
Builds Huge Pile 
Of Varied Rocks

HORTONVILLE—Edward Wege bent over, picked 


a stone from freshly-turned soil on his 85-acre farm, 


- Inspected the rock and put it in his pocket. 


His action, simple enough for a 84-year-old man, 


was a continuation of a boyhood habit and meant an- 
other rock for a collection numbering in the 10s of 
thousands. 


Wege is the third generation of a family that has 


become established on a picturesque rock ledge east 


of here along the road bearing the family name. 


Wege looked out over the gently sloping farm 


last summer and his gaze swept an orderly apple 
orchard bearing some 60 different varieties of the 
fruit, neat clipped lawns, fertile soils, fields of corn, 
rock-etched flower gardens and towering pines and 
hardwoods. 


At the entrance to his farm a butternut tree stood 


green and heavy with its fruits—• harbinger of 
things within the hedge of trees and flowers at road- 
side. 


Started As Boy 


Wege, as a boy, collected rocks and other things 


as boys do. In the last 30 years his interest has blos- 
somed into a hobby. His rocks come from all over 
the United States. They lie in long rows beside a 
barn, in a huge pile in a flower garden, In rows at 
borders for flower beds, in an outdoor barbecue pit 
and as part of a towering stone chimney and inviting 
fireplace in a log and mud chinked pioneer cabin. 
The cabin dates back to the 1880s when his father 
first built is as a cattle stalL 


At first Wege said he just collected the rocks as 


he saw them. In the last decade he began to study 
them and collected books from friends. In the last six 
years he has compiled a library of his own. 


There are rocks resplendent with fossils from the 


Mackville quarry; pieces of petrified bone turned up 
in the soil of the farm and from other quarrys In 
the county; huge boulders of granite, quartz and chist 
turned up along the county line south of New London; 
lime that looks like sponge from the Great Lakes; 
quartz and limestone from Waubee Lake hi northern 
Oconto County; ore from the Michigan mines; rock 
from Rib Hill; agates from Lake Superior; basalt and 
obsidian from great volcanic fields of the far west; 
petrified wood from the deserts, and prise opals and 
volcanic rock.

Orchard of Apples 


The rocks are only a small portion of Wege's 


collection. His orchard of apples has varieties dating 
to colonial days. Some of the apples are no longer 
sold on markets. Among the trees are pears and 
plums. 


In the front of his land are a series of flower 


gardens which he plants with many varieties of roses, 
peonies and lilies. One bed has 70 different varieties 
of iris. Wege goes in more for perennials than an- 
nuals. 


Throughout the flower garden are fruit trees and 


samples of the more than 30 different types of ever- 
greens Wege has nurtured. There are stately Nor- 
way and white pine, Colorado blue spruce, the seed- 
lings of giant sequoias and ponderosas. 


At the center of the garden, set aside from a 


pile of stones, is a barbecue pit with handmade pic- 
nic table and rock benches. Wege says visitors and 
friends often come in summer for a stroll through his 
farm and picnic in the garden. 


Wege, a retired farmer, has contracted the tillable 


acreage and maintains his garden and home area. He 
and bis wife live in the Town of Maine on a 148-acre 
farm bordering the Wolf River. That land, too, is con- 
tracted out 


Daily during the summer time Wege and his wife 


pack a picnic lunch and drive to their "paradise." 
He cares for his gardens, trees and stones. Mrs. Wege 
helps him or relaxes in the pioneer cabin, sleeps and 
reads. 


The barn, no longer looking as such, has a con- 


crete floor, fireplace, decorated walls and homey 
rough slabbed wood ceiling. Around the walls are 
cases containing prize stones, arrowheads, dam shells, 
and the bead of a stone axe dating to pre-Indian days. 


Portions of the Indian lore collection and clam 


shells were lost in a fire which destroyed Wege's 
original home eight years ago, forcing him to move 
to the Town of Maine. 


In another corner of the room is a collection of 


antiques which would make anyone envious. There 
are stone crocks, jugs, butter churns, pottery, press- 
es, china, lamps, horns and farm tools. 


Wege knows he is getting on in age. His "para- 


dise," a restful memory of a bygone era, he believes 
must continue for the future to know the past 


He dreams of deeding the property someday to 


the Ellingtton Cemetery Association for maintenance 
of the area. A home could be built on the property 
and visitors welcomed. 


In return Wege hopes to have given something 


to the future and provide permanent care for the 
graves of a grandfather, father and someday himself 
In that ledge of beauty overlooking the greenery of 
Outagamie County.
